—Harrison Noel, 20 years old, tonight 


Daly last Friday and then shot her 
to death. The youth led detectives to 
a lonely spot near a stone quarry on 
Preakness mountain, Little Falls, N. J. 
He guided them to a clump of bushes 
and there the body of the child was 
found. She had been shot twice, but 
apparently no other crime had been 
attempted. oe 

Standing over the girl’s body and ad- 
mitting that he “had put two bullets 
into her,” Noel calmly confessed to 
another murder. He said that he had 
shot Raymond Pierce, Negro taxicab 
chauffeur, through ‘the back of the 
head. This crime, he said, was to gain 
possession of Pierce's automobile to 
be used in “ kidnaping a rich child for 
ransom.” 

Wounded His Pursuer. 
Another man is in the 
wounded. by a revolver shot fired by 
Noel while the victim was attempting 
to rescue the kidnaped girl. This man 
is John Sandine, chauffeur for Joseph 
Bower, Néew York banker. Sandine 
was shot. when. he attempted to cut 
his automobile in ahead of Noel's car 
and stop him after a ten mile chase 
at terrific speed. +’ By, . 

The arrest of Nbel was. the result 
of a slender clew. A Woman living 
near where the automobile in which 
Pierce was slain was found saw an- 
other auto in the vicinity twice and 
remembered the license number. It 
was that borne by the auto belonging 
to Noel’s family. Noel was arrested 
for questioning. By his confession 
later it was revealed that he had had 
the family car there both before and 
after the kidnaping. .

“He 
told us that if we would put up $4,000 
he would get the girl back. He wanted 
us to give him the money and turn 
him loose, promising not to follow him. 
We thought this over and decided to 
offer him a check for $4,000. A check 
was filled out for that sum and offered 
to Noel. He refiised it. He said he 
wanted currency and currency alone. 
‘And I don’t want any counterfeit 
money, either,’ he told us. We finally 
got the money and offered it to him. 
It was in big bills. But it didn’t work.” 

Shortly after Capt. Mason had is- 
sued his statement, some one in the 
group of questioners said to Noel: 

“You had the little girl with you 
when you were telephoning? ” 

This referred to the telephone mes- 
sage sent to the Bower home, from 
the yard of which the girl was stolen. 
This message was sent three hours 
. after the kidnaping. The caller asked 
for $4,000 ransom to be depasited “in 
a bank in the theatrical district of 
Manhattan that night.” When the 
question was put to Noel he paused. 
Then he shook his head, ‘“ What did 
you do with her?” came another ques- 
tion. | 


Confesses Killing Girl. 
“I killed her,’ Noel said. 
Pressed, he agreed to take the police 


to the spot. Sergt. Lennon and De- 
tectives Walsh and Bennett were as- 


signed to accompany him. A dozen’ 
policemen also went along. The party | 
rode to a point eight miles beyond! 
Little Falls. At a section ‘heavily | 
timbered Noed directed that the car:

and fired one shot at a man in the 
pursuing machine and then started my 
car.” 

Noel then told of driving to the 
spot where the girls’ body was found 
and stopping the car. Then the con- 
fession concluded: 

“TIT requested her to get out of the 
car. I then led her about ten feet 
from the road. I shot her two times 
in the head, then I dragged her to 
the bushes, where you found her. She 
did not say anything to me. 

“TI then returned to Montclair and 
searched the telephone directory for 
the name of the person at 136 Up- 
per Mountain avenue and for the tele- 
phone number. A lady answered the 
phone and I asked her if she was in- 
terested in a little girl dressed in 
pink, who had been taken away in the 
morning. She said she was. I then 
said, ‘Get me $4,000 as ransom.’ I 
then told her she could get the money 
in a bank in the upper New York 
theater district. She asked who was 
talking and I hung up.” 

May Return to Asylum. 


Noel maintained a stoical indiffer- 
ence throughout the dictation of his 


full confession and the only emotion 
he betrayed was when he was asked 
if he regretted the slaying. 

“I am sorry for the father and, 
mother,” he said. “ Yes, I am sorry 
for the child's parents.” 

After making the formal confession 
Noel was put in a cell in the Montclair 
headquarters. He lapsed into a com- 
atose condition, symptomatic of the 
type of insanity from which he suf- 


Noel was a sufferer from catatonic de- 
mentia praecox with delusions of perse- 
cution. Medical works state this form 
of insanity is a type of dementia prae- 
cox in which the sufferer passes from 
melancholia to mania and thence to 
dementia and physical decay. 

Thus it is possible that Noel may be 


‘returned to the asylum from which

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 6.—#)— 
Senator Hiram Bingham, who was 
commander of the largest American 
fiying field in Europe during the war, 
said today that many of the state 
ments of Col. William Mitchell in his 
charges against the war and navy 
departments are exaggerated, 

Senator Bingham recently visited 
the majority of the air stations on both 
the Pacific and Atlantic coasts. ‘' Col. 
Mitchell's attack is very unfair to 
many loyal and patriotic officers who 
are devoting their lives just as unself- 
ishly as he is to the grave problems 
of national defense,” said Senator Bing- 
ham 


Mitchell as being negligible in a fu- 
ture war-—the first because the sub- 
marine and the airplane can destroy 
it; the) second because it cannot be 
counted upon to destroy the airplane. 


Quotes War Statistics. 


In that last statement the colone}l 


seems to speak by the card, for he 
says: 


“During the war anti-aircraft artil-' 


lery brought down about one-tenth of 
one per cent of our airplanes that 
were fired at.” 

According to our peppery author, 
the impotency of the anti-aircraft guns 
finally became so notorious that avia- 
tors would deliberately bait the crews 
in charge of such guns. This is the 
colonel’s account of the sport: 

“Frequently during the war we 
would send a succession of reconnol- 
tering planes over an enemy position 
on which we wished to start the guns 
firing. The guns would work briskly 
for an hour or two, filling the air 
with projectiles. The gun crews would 
then become tired and the expendi- 
ture of ammunition so tremendous 
that there would be danger of wear- 
ing out the guns. We would wait for 
the early morning hours, then launch 
the main attack, and nent sete 
tion we always succeeded.” J 

Meanwhile the enemy's impotent 
bombardment of aircraft would have 
run him thousands of marks at a time 
when a mark meant real money and 
was hard to get. 


Anti-Aircraft Gun Costs. 


Col. Mitchell figures it out, saying: 

“The average anti-aircraft gun costs 
from twenty to thirty thousand dol. 
lars. They will fire about twenty shots 
a minute, with each shot costing from 
twenty to thirty-five dollars. The life 
of these guns is from about fifteen 
hundred to two thousand rounds, when 
they must be replaced. ... The 
idea of defending the country against 
air attack by machine guns or anti- 


aircraft cannon from the ground is ab- 


solutely incapable of being carried 
out.”

CHICAGO, PITTSBURGH, 
AND THE RIVERWAY. 


The government is going to build a dam across 
the Ohio river at Louisville, making possible the 
generation of 135,000 horsepower of electricity and 
assuring a nine foot channel from Louisville up to 
Pittsburgh. Nine feet will also be the minimum 
depth below Louisville to Cairo, where the Ohio 
flows into the Mississippi. 

The waterway is expected to be of outstanding 
importance to Pittsburgh. Shippers of coal, steel, 
and fabricated goods, we are informed, are to 
transport “ millions of tons of their products in 
barges from the entire eastern manufacturing dis- 
trict to the Mississippi river and gulf ports.” 

If Pittsburgh is to profit so largely from the 
Ohio development, Chicago should profit even more 
fromm the IHinois waterway. Chicago is approzi- 
mately 500 miles, by water, from Cairo, and Pitts- 
burgh is twice as far. Engineering plans call for 
thirty or more locks in the Ohio river to assure 
the minimum channel desired. A half dozen locks 
will maintain the required depth in the Illinois. 
The Illinois is notable among rivers for its straight- 
ness, in contrast to the Ohio. In every respect. 
Chicago should be in a stronger position to cap- 
ture Mississippi ¢iver and gulf trade in steel] prod- 
ucts than Pittsburgh. 

Here is an additional reason for pushing the IIli- 
nois waterway to completion. Chicago ought not 
let Pittsburgh take the lead. 


“WORDS AND MUSIC IN THE 
STATUTES. 


The compilation of laws enacted by the Fifty- 

fourth general assembly at Springfield is now off 
the press. There are 609 pages of them, most of 
_ which we must confess are not particularly stimu- 
‘fating to the castal reader. We, therefore, note 
-qith pleasure a departure from the routine in the. 
introduction (pages 601 and 602) of words and 
music. 

The music is that of the ballad, “ Baby Mine.” 
“ Baby Mine” is now by legislative enactment the 
official state song. It has words about Illinois set 
“to it, words which no doubt are familiar to all our 
“readers. Though the legislature has incorporated 
the complete poem in the act, it has refrained 
‘wisely, we believe, from attempting an interpreta- 
tion, for each loyal citizen should be privileged to 
place his own meaning upon the lines. Particularly 
-{s that true of the second stanza, which reads: 


From a wilderness of prairies, 
Illinois, Illinois, 

Straight thy way and never varies, 
Iiinots, Illinois, 

Till upon the inland sea 

Stands thy great commercial tree, 

Turning ali the world to thee, 
Illinois. 


The legislature saw fit to make only one editoriai 
alteration from the original reading. The varia- 
‘tion occurs in the sixth line of the stanza just 
quoted. Originally the line read, “ Stands Chicago, 
great and free.” It was felt at Springfield that 
such a line might corrupt the tender minds of 
school children who, in their innocence, might be 
led to believe that “ Chicago, great and free" was 
something to strive for. Children should not be 
permitted to read the constitutional provision for 
‘redistricting the state either, it was pointed out, 
and for the same reason. 

While the legislature is to be commended, then, 
for its courage and taste in selecting and editing 
«an anthem, we feel that a number of amendments 
are required to the act. Nothing is said in the law 
about when the anthem must be sung, and that ifs 


too important e point to leave to the discretion of 


the citizen. Finally, there is no penalty clause. 
You need not sing “ Iilincs” if you don't want to; 


ané if you do sing it, you may be off key from 


‘start to finish and nothing can be done about it.

A. T. & T. PAYS $13,000,000. 


The net earnings of the American Telephone and 
company last year warranted a profits 

tex payment of $13,425,546, it has been disclosed. 
‘aoe na eed Gated. which paid more than 


"$16,000,000, had a larger assessment. The $13,436,- 


$45 paid by the telephone company is an eighth of 


‘its net earnings, which were more than $107,000,000. 


‘We expect that the advocates of public owner- 
ship of public utilities will cite the large earnings 
LA tho telephone a7stem as a reason for foderaltsing 
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achievement to get a connection; and to have @ 
telephone installed is in itself a career. 

If the A. T. & T. earnings had been pared to a 
minimum, the company could never have forged 
ahead. It would heve been timid and cautious. Its 
success follows directly from the fact that it had 
large bums to risk on improvements and an in- 
centive for risking them. Governments also havs 
large sums to risk, but experience abroad indicates 
that. the incentive is lacking. Put the telephone 
lines in government hands and the bureaucrats 
will try to maintain the service unchanged and let 
it go at that. 


CRIME CONDITIONS AND 
PUBLIC INERTIA. 


Dean Roscoe Pound, distinguished head of the 
Harvard Law school, is afraid that “the magazine, 
newspaper, and pulpit campaign that is now on” 
against crime conditions will result in ‘much un- 
wise legislation and some unwise magisterial actior. 
which will but aggravate the situation.” 

He reminds us that while there is “a general 
and somewhat blind hue and cry against too many 
laws,” there is always a vigorous cry for legislation 
when things do not go as we wish. 

Our own view of the situation is quite different 
from Dean Pound's. There is nothing which re- 
motely resembles a “hue and cry” against too 
much legislation. There have been protests by 
editors, publicists, public men, and conservative 
politicians against the multiplication of laws. If 
these could be gathered together they might make 
a real impression on lawmakers. But they are 
and as yet they have 
On the smaller subject of 
crime conditions, the campaign for relief: is begin- 
ning to have some results. They are very super- 
ficial and tentative results which hardly deserve 
Dean Pound’s concern. In fact, the danger is not 
at all what Dean Pound fears. It is not that a vio- 
lent movement of public opinion will do unwise and 
mischievous things, but that the campaign for 
relief, even administrative relief, will come to 
nothing at all. 


It can only be in the academic serenity and quiet 
of the Harvard Law school that the editorial tub- 
thumping or magisterial preaching against crime 
can be taken fora “hue andcry.” The fact is tha: 
we shall get nothing unless we raise a hue and 
cry, and that is much more difficult than Dean 
Pound imagines. Editors will tell him that public 
inertia and preoccupation are far harder to over.-, 
come than any one who does not study. public 
opinion realizes. When it is finally broken, it is 
virtually certain to bring about some unwise legis- 
lation and some unwise magisterial action, but that 
is a discount democratic society must accept upon 
its net results.

Dean Pound recommends a comprehensive study 
of our criminal law and its administration and a 
scientific program of reform, and we agree that it 
would be useful. But no such program can be 
realized as Dean Pound would like it to be. Parts 
of it would be enacted. Very gradually its concep- 
tions, if sound or plausible, would direct legisla- 
tion and judicial action. But the only possible 
hope of getting something comprehensive and sub- 


stantial done for the strengthening of our defenses 


against criminality is to raise as much of a hue 
and cry as we can, even though mistakes in detail 
are made and some new errors substituted for old 
ones. 


Public indifference and preoccupation must be 


j} overcome before there can be any hope of over: 


coming the influences opposed to any effectiv=- 
change. Our legislatures are largely made up of 
lawyers who are by training conservative, and 
there is not the ghost of a chance of getting any- 
thing important, or at any rate anything compre- | 
hensive, done unless public opinion is powerfully | 
moved. 


HUGHES ON INTOLERANCE. 


Charles Evans Hughes in his address before the 
American Bar association asserted that “the most 
ominous sign of our times is the indication of an 
intolerant spirit.” A good many of our public men 
are seeing this sign and calling attention to it in 
general terms, but there is less talking in the con- 
crete. Mr. Hughes gives edge to his own remark 
when he points out that intolerance “is more dan- 
gerous when armed, as it usually is, with sincere 
conviction.” In fact, we might add that intolerance 
is never dangerous unless it is armed with sincere 
conviction. That is one of the things about intoler- 
ance we have got to realize. Every tyranny justi- 
fies itself and with plausible argument. Every 
tyranny believes in itself. But in America we sub- 
mit to almost any imposition if it asserts a virtuous 
object and we meekly condone invasions of private 
liberty merely because they are demanded in the 
name of morality. The right of private judgment, 
freedom of conecience, is growing steadily weaker. 
This is not so much the fault of the strenuous 
reformer whose intolerance is fired by sincere con- 
viction as it is of the indifferent or timid majori- 
ties who without conviction accept this dictation. 
Respect for an abstract principle of liberty is not 
likely to move many of us out of an armchair. Un- 
less an invasion enters our own lives and hurts 
considerably we will not make an effort to de- 
feat it.

of the daily lesson and recita- 
tion. The grading is done on the basis 
of success or failure in meeting the tasks 
of the schoolroom. If this particular 
method fails, the teacher sends the pupil 
in question to the principal, and he 
may gsend him to the child study de- 
partment. 

For babies and other children of less 
than school age Dr. Arnold Gesell of 
Yale has devised a method of testing 
intelligence. He employs no material 
except a few simple articles, such as 
paper, pencil, spoon, cup, cubes, a bell, 
a few building blocks, and similar arti- 
cles found around the house. The fol- 
lowing are some of the capacities of 
average, norma!, untrained babies at 
certain age periods up to 18 months of 
age. 

FOUR MONTHS OLD. 


Prefers to lie oh back. ‘Tries to raise 
self, lifting head and shoulders; can roll 
from side to side; holds head erect 
when carried; pushes with feet agairst 
floor when held.

A prison product himself, after twen. 
ty-six years spent as guard, clerk, and 
deputy, this alert, stockily built, soft 
gmepping man has a simple code and no 
experiments to try. He has no illusions 
@bout his charges. Some are good, 
but the majority are inclined to be bad 
if they are given a loophole. 

“The prisoners obey the rules,” he 
said. “I give them a square deal and 
help them if I can. But whére home 
a@nd school and church have failed, s0- 
ciety cannot expect prisons to turn out 
Perfect men. It can't be done.” 

This prison has had an uneventful 
histor: . few escapes, and is considered 
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one of the best prisons in the United 
States.
